The communique: © 

“The governments of France and 
the United Kingdom solemnly and 
publicly affirm their intention to 
conduct hostilities which may be 
imposed upon them with the firm 
desire to spare civil populations 
and to spare in every possible 
measure monuments of human civ- 
ilization, 

“In this spirit they received with 
profound satisfaction President 
Roosevelt’s appeal concerning air 
bombardments.. They are entirely 
in sympathy with the humanitarian 
sentiments which inspired this ap- 
peal, They replied in perfect ac- 
cord. 

“Moreover, they already have 
sent express instructions to the 
command of their armed forces in 
order that only strictly military 
objectives in the narrowest sense 
would be bombarded by air, by sea 
or by land artillery. 

As to Land Artillery. 

“Concerning land artillery bom- 
bardments, objectives which do not 
present clearly defined military in- 
terest should be excluded, particu- 
larly large urban agglomerations 
outside the battle field, and even 
destruction of sections and build- 
ings with interest to civilization 
should be avoided, 

“Concerning the use of naval 
forces, including submarines, the 
two governments pledge themselves 
strictly té rules formulated by pro- 
tocol in 1936 concerning subma- 
rines which was accepted by al- 
most all civilized nations.

WITHOUT WAITING 
FOR ENLISTMENTS 


Men of Conscription Age 
to Be Given Rifle or a 
Job—Women to Be Put 
to Work if Needed. 


PAY, FOOD, PROFITS 
TO BE CONTROLLED 


‘“‘M-Day” Program, Pre- 
pared by Military, Naval 
Experts, Designed to 
Avoid Mistakes of 1917. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2 (AP). — 
If the people of the United States 
go into another war, they must ex- 
pect to live under a form of regi- 
mentation unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the country, if present plans 
are carried out. 

That was made plain today with 
the first disclosure of details for 
mobilization of American men, mu- 
nitions and supplies in wartime. 

Under these plans—drawn up by 
the Army and Navy during the last 
20 years and now published in book 
{-rm by Leo M. Cherne, secretary 
of the Tax Research Institute of 
America. Inc., with a sanctioning 
foreword. by Assistant Secretary of 
War Louis Johnson—control of ci- 
vilian life will be far more stringent 
than that adopted during the World 
War. 

Immediate Draft Planned. 

No time will te wasted, as in 1917, 
in seeing whether appeals to patri- 
otism will raise an army sufficient- 
ly large to carry on the conflict. 
Voluntary enlistments will be wel- 
comed, but they will come only dur- 
ing the few months required to set 
up machinery for a selective draft. 

From then on, men will be told if 
and when they are to fight. 

Those who do not fight will be 
told to find essential work. 

Their wages may be regulated. 

They will not be permitted to go 
from one place to another—as they 
did in the last war—in order to get 
higher wages, unless the Govern- 
ment considers such movement ben- 
eficial from the military sense. 

Women and chilren will be put to 
work in the places left by fighting 
men, so that industries essential to 
warfare may not suffer. Laws fix- 
ing minimum working hours and 
pay of women and children will be 
brushed aside where Government 
considers that necessary. 

U. 8S. Control of Prices. 

Prices will be set within certain 
specific limits. This may cover 
prices of all goods, or it may cover 
only living essentials such as food, 
clothing and shelter. This point 
is now being debated in Washing- 
ton by the War Resources Board. 

The average man will find all his 
private financial transactions under 
constant scrutiny. The Government 
will stop any of his deals which it 
considerg inimical to the national 
defense. 

The amount of the rent he pays 
for his apartment or house will be 
fixed. 

If he owns a house, the rental 
value of that may be fixed, too. 

If he does not own a house, but 
decides to build one because his 
Wages are good and are coming in 
regularly due to wartime employ- 
ment, he may have to ask the Gov- 
ernment’s permission. He will not 
get that permission if the Govern- 
ment decides that construction of 
other buildings, such as army bar- 
racks, are more important in the 
conduct of the war and require all 
the available labor. 

His supply of electricity for light 
and heat in his home may be inter- 
rupted, rationed, or cut off at any 
time. The Government may need 
the power for defense purposes, and 
the war comes first. 

His trips on railroad trains, 
busses and planes will be subject to 
cancelation by the Government, de- 
pending on the demand for facili- 
ties to transport men and materials 
for the battlefield. 

Two Broad Pro 

The specifications for these 
sweeping controls of everyday life 
are laid down in two broad plans: 
one covering mobilization of indus- 
trial resources, the other mobiliza- 
tion of manpower. Today these are 
only plans. They cannot go into 
operation until Congress passes en- 
abling legislation or the President 
proclaims them in effect under his 
“war powers” granted by the Con- 
stitution. But they have been 
worked out gradually by the Army 
and Navy Departments ever since 
the World War.

In justification of such dictator- 
like plans for a democratic country, 
Assistant Secretary of War Johnson 
says in his foreword to the Cherne 
volume: ; 
“Modern war has become not only 
a conflict of soldiers but of eco- 
nomic systems, and other things 
being equal, the timely and effect- 
ive mobilization of industry and 
control of economic resources will 
determine the final outcome.” 

Aspects of Plans. 
Agreeing heartily with this thesis, 
the Cherne study pictures the Army- 
Navy plans in two principal as- 
pects: : 
1. As a means of conducting war 
most efficiently and coming to vic- 
tory most quickly. 

2. As a means of doing that with 
the least disturbance to America’s 
normal economy during and after 
the war. 

The book emphasizes that the 
plans are designed to correct the 
mistakes of the last war. 

An example in point is the change 
that has been made in the system 
of enlisting men. 

In the World War, months were 
spent in raising volunteers by ap- 
peals to patriotism. When that 
failed to raise the required force, 
a draft was instituted. Because of 
the way the whole thing was 
handled, the trenches received thou- 
sands of men who would have been 
more useful in wartime industry 
at home.

Those to Be Drafted. 

The first draft will call men be- 
tween 21 and 31 years of age 
There are between 10,000,000 an 
12,000,000 of these in the country, 
but about 6,000,000 of them will be 
deferred from the fighting service 
for a greater or less period of time 
because: — 

A—They will be more valuable to 
their country at home, in industries 
directly or indirectly essential to 
the conduct of war. 

B—They will be more valuable as 
managers, directors or other key 
men in such industries. 

C—They are Federal state or Jo- 
cal government workers whose jobs 
are considered “necessary.” 

D—They are licensed marine pi- 
0 actively engaged in that pur- 
suit. 

a are ministers of the gos- 
pel. 

F—They have dependents who 
would become wards of the state 
if left alone. 

G—They are aliens, physically un- 
fit, or otherwise unacceptable for 
service. 

The second draft, if it becomes 
necessary, will call men between 
31 and 45 years of age. These num- 
ber 13,000,000, and are subject to 
the same deferments. 

As in the World War, the draft 
will follow the lottery system. De- 
ferments will be decided on a local 
basis, by boards of local citizens. 
Those who are deferred will be told 
where they shall work and at what 
wages. 

That's what the next war will be 
like to the United States—if it 
comes.

American Woman in Air Raid. 

Mrs. W: J. Macheda, an American 


woman now resident in Poland, a 


former reporter of the Richmond 
(Ind.) Palladium, when e was 
Helen Robinson, told the following 
story today of her experience in an 
air raid: 

“At home in Katowice I was 
awakened Friday morning by Ger- 
man airplanes overhead and anti- 
aircraft guns opening up. 

“Since the previous night’s news 
had been disturbing I decided to 
leave immediately as Katowice was 
certain to become the scene of 
heavy German attacks. 

“T packed a bag and started driv- 
ing my car with my 9-year-old son, 
Jan. Taking outside roads in or- 
der to avoid bombing of ‘Katowice’s 
streets, I met hundreds of other 
refugees hurrying along in the open 
country’s comparative safety. 

“Especially along a road near 
Czestochowa which runs close to 
the German border were all high- 
ways and paths full of peasants at- 
tempting to escape. Some drove 
cows, some carried children and 
their household belongings. Some 
of them were bowed under the 
burden of heavy bundles slung over 
their backs. 

Between Anti-Aircraft Fire. 

German planes soared over 
the roadway and we were suddenly 
between anti-aircraft fire from both 
sides. Soldiers halted me once to 
have me take a wounded man but 
when they saw my small son they 
waved me on and took the follow- 
ing car. 

“Germans made another raid 
while I was passing through Ra- 
domsko. I saw several houses seri- 
ously damaged and was told 30 
were killed and 60 were wounded 
there but I didn’t want to linger 
for a personal survey. 

“Finally arriving in Warsaw, I 
was telephoning the American Con- 


isulate for advice when German war- 


planes made their big (Friday) aft- 
ernoon raid. 

“That’s enough for one day and 
I plan to leave via Riga, Latvia, if 
and when possible, although it now 
looks almost impossible. 

“My husband, zg Polish citizen, is 
still carrying or his mining en- 
terprise on the Slovak-Polish bor- 
der. My son wants to go to Amer- 
ica immediately and bring back 
cowboys to fight Hitler.”

JOBLESS MAN SHOOTS SELF

George Greenfield, 28 years old, 
shot himself in the head last night 
in his home, 442 North Twenty-sec- 
ond street, East St. Louis, in his 
third attempt since last Christmas 
to kill himself.

Review of Situation. 

The Government had to put 
France in a position to act in ac- 
cordance with its vital interest and 
honor. It has a duty now to pre- 
sent you the facts fully, with frank- 
ness and clarity. 

Several days ago peace was al- 
ready in danger. German claims on 
Poland risked precipitating a con- 
flict. I will show you in a moment 
how all the pacific forces in the 
world combined during all these 
days to save peace. But just when 
hope was held that all these re- 
newed efforts were going to be 
crowned with success, Germany 
abruptly reduced them to nothing. 

During the day of Aug. 31 the 
crisis reached its culminating point. 
When Germany had finally made 
known to England she would ac- 
cept direct negotiation with Poland, 
Poland, despite the terrible menace 
of sudden military invasion from 
Slovakia by German armies, at- 
tempted immediately to resort to 
this pacific method. 

Poland Never Knew Terms. 

At 1 o'clock that afternoon Mon- 
sieur Lipski, Polish Ambassador to 
Germany, asked an interview with 
Monsieur von Ribbentrop. Peace 
seemed saved. But the Foreign 
Minister of the Reich only agreed 
to receive Monsieur Lipski at 7:45 
Pp. m. While the latter brought 
the agreement of his Government 
to direct conversations, the Ger- 
man minister refused to communi- 
cate the German claims to the Pol- 
ish Ambassador under the pretext 
that the latter did not have full 
power to accept or refuse them im- 
mediately. 

At 9 p. m. the Gernian radio an-

The radio added 
that Poland had rejected them.

Germany’s Responsibilities. 

These efforts for peace, even if 
they have been unavailing up to the 
/present, have at least shown Ger- 
many’s responsibilities. They as- 
sure Poland, the victim, of the ef- 
fective support and moral solidar- 
ity of the nations of free men. 

That which we did before the 
ibeginning of hostilities we are 
‘ready to do again. If an advance 
for conciliation is renewed we are 
ready to associate ourselves with 
it again. If fighting stops, if the 
aggressor returns to his frontiers, 
if free negotiation can again be- 
gin, believe me, gentlemen, that 
the French Government would 
spare no effort in order to permit, 
even today, its success in the inter- 
ests of world peace. 

But time presses. France and 
England could not accept the de- 
struction of a friendly people—the 
forerunner of new attempts of vio- 
lence directed against themselves. 
Is it really only a German-Polish 
conflict? No, gentlemen, it is a 
new phase in the march of the 
'Hitlerian dictatorship toward dom- | 
‘ination of Europe and the world. | 
| How, in fact, can we forget that |

| Familiar With Promises.

I said on the tribune of the 
chamber May 19, last: “Following 
Col. Beck's trip to London and the 
engagements of a reciprocal guar- 
antee contracted by Britain and 
Poland, we took in agreement with 
this courageous noble nation neces- 
sary measures to immediate direct 
application of our treaty of al- 
liance.” 

Parliament unanimously approved 
such a policy. 

Since then we have never ceased 
in diplomatic negotiations and pub- 
lic declarations to show our faith 
in these agreements. 

Our Ambassador in Berlin many 
times has reminded Chancellor Hit- 
ler and his associates that if Ger- 
mans attacked Poland, we would 
fulfill our engagements, 

And Sept. 1 at Paris Monsieur 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs told 
the Ambassador of Germany in 
France: 

“France has defined engagements 
toward Poland. These engagements 
have again been strengthened dur- 
ing recent events and in conse- 
quence, France will be at Poland’s 
side immediately as soon as Poland 
itself takes arms.” Poland has been 
the object of a most unjust, brutal 
aggression. Nations which guaran- 
teed her independence are called 
upon to intervene for her defense. 
Britain and France are not Powers 
which go back on their signature. 


Representation to Hitler. 

Last evening, Sept. 1, the Am- 
bassadors of France and Britain 
made a common representation to 
the German Government. They 
placed the following communica- 
tion of the French Government in 
the hands of Monsieur von Rib- 
bentrop: “Early this morning the 
German Chancellor issued a procla-

I shall simply accom- 
plish my duty as an honest man. 

While we deliberate Frenchmen 
rejoin their regiments. None of 
them have hate in their hearts for 
German people. None of then will 
let themselves be intoxicated by a 
call to violence and brutality. But 
all are ready to do their duty with 
that calm courage which a con- 
science without reproach inspires. 

You, gentlemen, who know what 
Frenchmen think, you who even 
yesterday were among them in our 
provincial cities and our fields, 
you who saw them leave, you will 
bear me out if I evoke their 
thoughts here. 

They are pacific men, but they 
are resolved to all sacrifices to de- 
fend the dignity and liberty of 
France. If they replied to our ap- 
peal as they did without hesitation, 
without murmur, it was because 
they all felt that the existence of 
France is in danger. 


Heroism of Defense. 

You know better than anyone 
that nothing could. make France 
mobilize to throw herself into a 
haphazard venture, 

They are not Frenchmen who 
have risen to invade the territory 
of a foreign state. Their heroism 
is the heroism of defense and not 
the heroism of conquest. Whén 
France rises it is because she feels 
threatened. 

It is not only France which has 
arisen but also all of that immense 
empire which lives under the pro- 
tection of our tri-color flag. From 
all corners of the world moving 
testimonies of loyalty reach the 
mother country in this day. To 
the union of all Frenchmen comes 
from ‘acrogs the seas the reply of 
the union of all the peoples who 
live under our protection and who 
are in danger. They offer us their 
support if we still must use our 
force, if all moral sense, if all glim- 
mer of reason has vanished from 
our adversaries. 

If we do not keep our engage- 
ments, if we let Germany crush 
Poland in a few months, in per- 
haps a few weeks, what will we 
say to France if France again must 
be called up before the aggressor? 

Then these soldiers, now so re- 
solved, will ask us what we have 
done with our friends. They will 
be alone under the most terrible of 
threats and perhaps will lose that 
confidence which inspires them 
now.

Eyewitness Account of German 
Invasion as Told in Nazi Press 


Description of Attack on Farmhouse in Which 
5 Poles Were Killed, 5 Wounded and 
Another Captured. 


Special cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1939.) 


BERLIN, Sept. 2. — The first 
eyewitness accounts of the opening 
of hostilities between the Reich and 
Poland were published by the Ger- 
man press today. Following is one 
of the vivid reports, dated “in the 
liberated area, Sept. 1”: 

The mist lies milk-white over the 
earth on this first of September, 
1939. The moonlight is pale above, 
long columns flow phantomlike to- 
ward the frontier. Long trains of 
engineers push forward, motor 
boats and parts of bridges on the 
trailers pulled by tractors which 
clank along the roads. 

Reservists just called up are new- 
ly-uniformed, with brown leather 
equipment. But in the advance 
lines everything is already prepared 
—the infantry regiments, the tanks 
and the armed scouting cars, the ar- 
tillery and the intelligence units. 

The sky grays with the morning. 
It is 4 o’clock. Not a word is spoken 
aloud. No light betrays the pres- 
ence of life. And yet all is in the 
liveliest readiness, almost feverish 
impatience fills every single man. 

Operation Begins. 

The operation begins precisely on 
the minute. At 5:45 the first in- 
fantry units in our sector leave 
their taking off positions. 

The customs barrier at the Ger- 
man frontier—lowered for weeks— 
is raised. Obstacles designed for 
military defense are removed to 
make the road free for the troops 
which follow. 

Customs officials on the Polish 
side have fled. The Polish barrier 
is raised too. We stand on Ger- 
man soil which has been called 
Polish for 20 years. 

At 5:49 the first Polish bridge is 
crossed. It is believed to have been 
mined. Engineers go to work on it 
immediately. Now there is no 
danger. 

Five hundred meters farther lies 
a Polish farmhouse. It is occupied 
by (Polish) troops. The Third 
Company, undér the command of a 
young Lieutenant, is under orders 
to storm and take the position. It 
is the first engagement in our sec- 
tor, 

The farmhouse is surrounded on 
three sides by ‘a horseshoe-shaped 


woods. On the open side, where 
the Poles expect an attack of Ger- 
man troops, machine guns have 
been set up. 

But, unseen by the Poles, the 
company works through the woods 
and surrounds the farmhouse on 
three sides. At 80 meters distance 
the Lieutenant observes the Poles 
unsuspectingly coming and going. 


Germans Open Fire. 

Then fire is opened. Rifle shots 
whip through the morning. A ma- 
chine gun replies. The Poles have 
refused to surrender. But the en- 
gagement is short. A few minutes 
later the Germans have taken the 
farmhouse. Five Poles have been 
killed, five wounded and one taken 
prisoner. Only a few have escaped 
from the trap. 

Hardly has the firing ceased 
when we meet the. Lieutenant. His 
eyes gleam under his heavy steel 
helmet. On his back he carries his 
assault pack—map ccmvartment, 
gas mask, pistol holstef, spade and 
two hand grenades. He holds his 
pistol, ready to fire, in his hand. 
Medical corps care for the 


(wounded, unbuttoning their earth- 


colored tunics. 

They enter the farmhouse. A hen 
clucks after its chicks. Over there 
the fowls peck and scratch in a 
dunghill. The farm seems to have 
been left by its inhabitants only 
recently. 

Advance Resumed. 

The advance rapidly is resumed. 
Time is short. Speed means every- 
thing. 

On the road there is feverish ac- 
tivity. Engineers remove trees 
which have been felled as obstacles. 
The motor saws whine. Axes are 
swung by strong shoulders. 

A. little further along a German 
listening unit is at work. The Po- 
lish lines are being tapped. “They 
are coming, they are coming!” is 
what our men hear—‘“they are com- 
ing, they are coming!” That which 
thousands of terrorized Germans 
have hoped for for 20 years is now 
a reality. 

We advance in firing formation 
in the ditches beside the road. 
Above us, on the road itself, are 
signal corps units. Thicker and 
thicker come the troops along the 
now free road.

OF EUROPE’S CRISIS 
Continued From Page One. 


France and Britain had replied 
favorably to Mussolini’s proposal. 
Italians noted, however, the favor- 
able recognition of both Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain and Premier 
Daladier of Mussolini's peace ef- 
forts. 

Italians have expressed the be- 
lief all during the crisis that Mus- 
solini might be the eventual peace 
maker. The main question in Rome 
tonight was whether there re 
mained time for further negotia- 
tion before the British and French 
go to Poland’s aid. 


One View of Italy’s Move. 


Some foreigners thought Musso- 
lini might have issued his Cabinet's 
declaration of virtual neutrality to 
keep himself in a position to act 
as peacemaker. 


Responsible Fascists doubted, 
however, the suggestion that Mus- 
solini might split Italy away from 
the German military alliance in 
case the peace efforts fail.

for itself the balance, impounded 
since then, as a partial offset to 
the cost of the tax. The city de- 
clined to accept this. | 
In its motion, the com- 
pany asks also that the impound- 
ing requirement be dropped. Its} 
new promotional rate schedule be-} 
came effective yesterday, 
Impounding ceased with the end 
of June, it is set forth, because the 
company does not believe it is 
legally obligated to continue this 
arrangement. Under terms previ- 
ously observed, the sum which 
would have been impounded for 
July was $25,608 and for August 
about $23,400. If required to do so, 
the company says it is willing to 
deposit these sums. The impound- 
ing was for the difference between

Where the Money Comes From, Where ItGoes

Because Legislature Appropri- 
ated More Than the Revenue 
General Fund Runs Low and 
Governor Will Have to Call 
Special Session Before Jan. 1 
to Vote More Taxes.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept, 2. 

HE disclosure in an exhaustive survey 
T of the State financial situation in Mis- 
souri, made by the Missouri Economic In- 
stitute, that by Jan. 1 the State Treasury will 
be without funds to meet the appropriations 
voted by the last Legislature, is bringing 
sharply to public attention the profligacy of 
the Missouri governmental set-up, under 
which State expenditures have more than dou- 
bled in six years to a total of approximately 

$225,000,000 for the 1939-40 biennium. 
Preliminary steps are already being taken 
by civic and business organizations, interested 
in tax reductions through better government 
at lower cost, to make a revamping of the 

State system a major issue in the 1940 cam- 

paign. One of the chief objectives is to de- 

vise a plan under which continued squander- 
ing of public funds in the building of ma- 
chines to pay the political debts and to pro- 
mote the political fortunes of minor State of- 
ficials would be stopped, or at least lessened. 

While it is customary to attribute the 
increased costs to old-age pensions, relief 

and child welfare, the facts are that only a 

little more than half the increase is for so- 

cial and economic welfare purposes. The ap- 
propriations for the present biennium are 
$112,661,521.20 more than was expended in 
the 1933-34 biennium, but only $58,739.,- 

651.69 is represented by the increase in wel- 

fare services. The remainder, $53,921,869.51, 

goes to other activities of government, in- 
cluding education, highways, pay rolls of 

State departments, and the many other pur- 

poses for which the State spends money. 


Debt Interest Payments 
Only Item Showing Decrease. 


In only one classification of State expendi- 
tures has there been a decrease in the six 
years, that of interest paid on the State debt. 
That item has decreased $1,619,362.50, due 
to retirement of bonds. 

Educational costs have nearly trebled, the 
increase being $26,981,804.73, accounted for 
by the fact that the Legislature sets aside 
one-third of all money coming from direct 
taxation of every kind for the public schools. 

The general government expenses, which 
includes the cost of opefating the executive 
departments, the Legislature, the judiciary 
and a few general offices, has reached $9,- 
151,798.69 for the biennium, an increase of 
$3,560,707.43. 

Miss Margaret M. Cobb analyst for the Mis- 
souri Economic Institute, estimates that the 
total of $224,568,581.14 appropriated for all 
purposes will exceed the revenue by about 
$25,000,000, and while a portion of this is 
not subject to disbursement unless actually 
received for the purpose for which it was 
appropriated, she estimates that the over- 
appropriation of the general revenue fund, 
from which old-age pensions, relief, educa- 
tional and general governmental expenses are 
paid, amounts to about $4,500,000. 

The present condition of the treasury in- 
dicates that it will be necessary for Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark to convene the Legislature in 
extraordinary session before Jan. 1 to pro- 
vide additional revenues, undoubtedly through 
increased taxes. With a general revenue 
fund balance of $2,753,750 Aug. 1, Miss Cobb 
estimates that receipts into this fund will be 
about $1,800,000 a month during the remain- 
der of this year and for the first few months 
of next year. Expenditures are running about 
$3,000,00 aemonth. At that rate, the cash 
balance will be exhausted in two or three 


months. 


Relief Fund Inadequate; 

Situation Calls for Action. 

The relief situation will demand the at- 
tention of the Legislature, Which at its regu- 
lar session appropriated only $6,500,000 for 
the two-year period, and of that more than 
$2,500,000 had been expended before the ap- 
propriation was made, 

The meagerness. of the relief appropriation 
and the Javishness of other appropriations is 
typical of the political influences which work 
in Missouri official affairs. Although there 
was a realization by State officials and mem- 
bers of the Legislature that the $6,500,000 
was far from adequate for relief, the ap- 
propriation was limited to that figure in the 
expectation that a special session of the Leg- 
islature would be called to increase it.

Then, too, a special sessioneresulting in in- 
creased taxes could be counted on, some of 
the politicians figured, to embarrass the Goy- 
ernor, who, tentatively is a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for United States Sen- 
ator. 

Last winter the politically elected and po- 
litically minded Legislature summarily re- 
jected a bill proposed by the League of 
Women Voters, for a survey of the entire 
State government and looking to a reorgani- 
zation along business lines to eliminate aub- 
versive political influences. The league was 
grudgingly accorded a hearing before a House 
committee, but its bill was pigeon-holed. 


Wastefulness Attributed 

To Division of Responsibility. 

The wastefulness in Missouri's government 
has been attributed by students of govern- 
ment largely to the failure of the State con- 
stitution to provide for one actual head of 
the State, and to the fact that-it provides for 
a division of responsibility among six elected 
officials, each supreme in his own office, and 
none subject to any real supervision by the 
Governor. 

Former Gov. Henry S. Caulfield, shortly 
before retiring from office in 1932, advo- 
cated in effect a cabinet form of State gov- 
ernment, under which only the Governor and 
possibly one other. official would be elected, 
and the Governor would be charged with re- 
sponsibility for afl the State's activities and 
be given powers to enforce economies and re- 
quire co-ordination of departmental . work. 
Other Governors are known to have ac- 
quired similar views through their exper- 
iences in office, but none has dared assume 
leadership in an admittedly hard fight to 
bring about the change. 

Analysts of State affairs many times have 
pointed out the absurdity of electing officials 
who either fill highly technical positions or 
have merely clerical duties, Attention many 
times has been directed to the fact that the 
yoters can have little knowledge of the legal 
qualifications of a candidate for Attorney- 
General, evidenced by the type of lawyers who 
have at times been elected to that office. 

Likewise, the question has been raised of 
the need to have an election of Secretary of 
State, whose fundamental duty is merely to 
keep the State record, of Auditor an@ Treas- 
urer, whose duties were originally supposed 
to be only to audit accounts and to be cus- 
todians of the State funds, and of a State 


There has been little effort to conceal the 


| Superintendent of Schools, whose fitness for 


office should be determined by his educa- 
tional and executive qualifications rather than 
his ability to get votes. 

In the 30 years since the nomination of 
candidates by primary election was established 
in Missouri, there has developed the system 
of creating personal political machines, the 
chief interest of each of which is to promote 
the interests of one official. Once in office 
an official who is eligible for re-election or 
who aspires to a higher office almost in- 
variably builds his own machine. 


Jobs for the Boys 

Or No Re-election. 

Scattered about over the State are those 
who aided him to get the job and they are 
to be taken care of with jobs at public ex- 
pense, though not infrequently they are sac- 
rificed to give the jobs to persons who may 
have greater political influence: With sev- 
eral hundred jobs at his aisposal, an official 
can distribute them to local politicians in all 
or most of the counties. | 

Each session of the Legislature, these po- 
litical employes are found lobbying with the 
members of the Legislature from their coun- 
ties to get larger appropriations for their par- 
ticular “chiefs,” and they usually succeed. 
This means more jobs, and the public pays 
the bill. 

Out of this has grown a system of delega- 
tion of duties to particular officials entirely 
unrelated to the primary purpose of their of- 
fices. 

The start was made in 1911, probably quite 
innocently, ‘when the first law imposing a 
State license on automobiles was passed. 
There was no general tax collection depart- 
ment, there then being no important State 
tax except that on property, and it was col- 
lected by the local collection officials. 

The duty of collecting the automobile li- 
censes was placed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, who was given two new em- 
ployes. That first year only 16,000 automo- 
biles were licensed, the total in fees amount-|’ 
ing to $55,000. Now automobilé registrations 
exceed 800,000 and the annual fees are in 
excess of $9,000,000. The two clerks have

In fact, he has been 
one of the most ardent advocates 
of a hand-across-the-sea policy; and 
at a critical time such as the pres- 
ent it is not likely that he will 
be inhibited by the ordinary con- 
ventions of diplomacy,

Britain's New Ambassador 
Familiar With America

came Prime Minister of the war- 
time coalition government Kerr 
was one of his secretaries. He con- 
tinued through the duration of the 
war to advise Lloyd George on for- 
eign affairs. He was, in a sense, 
the Colonel House of the British 
Cabinet, performing very much the 
same function as Woodrow Wilson’s 
intimate adviser. 

His influence on the course of 
the war in the last year was great, 
but the part that he played in fram- 
ing the peace of Versailles was far 
more important. He is generally 
credited with having drafted more 
sections of the Versailles Treaty 
than any other single individual. 


Period of Retirement. 


After this task was over he more 
or less retired from public life, de- 
voting no small part of his energies 
to Christian Science, of which he 
is a devoted adherent; but while 
he was not active in the Govern- 
ment he continued to be very busy. 
His activities in connection with 


the Rhodes scholarships began in 
the 1920s. In 1929 he toured the 
United States with Gen. Smuts. 
From 1931 to 1932 he was Parlia- 
mentary Undersecretary for India 
and ever since has maintained an 
interest. in Indian affairs. More 
recently he has been: governor of 
the Bank of Scotland.

It was in 1935 that Lothian had 
a private interview with Hitler 
(similar to an interview with Sta- 
lin in 1931). Returning to London, 
he showed that he had been very 
much impressed by the German 
Fuehrer. He called him publicly 
“a prophetic type of man” who 
“earnestly desires peace.” It is a 
safe assumption that Lord Lothian 
regrets those words. Asked about 
this earlier view of Hitler when he 
arrived in New York on Tuesday, 
he merely grinned. 


Changed Point of View. 


During the early period of the 
Hitler dictatorship Lothian was 
frequently at Cliveden, the country 
estate of Lord Astor and his Amer- 
ican-born wife. Possessing far 
more brains than most of the mem- 
bers of this aristocratic set, Lothian 
is generally thought to have taken 
a leading part in the discussions 
at Cliveden. The “Cliveden Set” 
as a pro-Hitler faction came in 
for denunciation by Lothian, how- 
ever, as “Communist inspired.” 


Since that time Lothian has tak- 
en #everal opportunities to make 
clear his changed point of view. 
In April of this year, shortly be- 
fore his appointment was &n- 
nounced, he spoke at a Citizens’ 
Service League luncheon in favor 
of compulsory military conscription 
for Britain as a means of meeting 
the threat of the dictator nations.

Ever since his speech 
in Chicago a year ago calling for 
a quarantine of the dictators Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has repeatedly made 
clear his feeling that the democ- 
racies must resist aggression. There 
are reports of plans already com- 
pleted to help France and Britain 
on the outbreak of war in spite of 
the neutrality and other laws.

British side. . 

But Lothian will have his diffi- 
culties, as he very well recognizes, 
and one of tifem may be the present 
British attitude toward this coun- 
try. There is evidence that Brit- 
ain believes the United States to 
be virtually an ally, ready to move 
with little or no hesitation. Only 
in the light of such an attitude is 
it possible for Americans to under- 
stand Lothian’s warning to his own 
people that we were not prepared 
to follow “slavishly” the British 
lead. | 
“Wishful Thinkers” Warned. 


At a farewell dinner given him 
by the Pilgrim Society in London 
he urged “wishful thinkers” and 
advocates of an Anglo-American al- 
liance “to concede to the United 
States just the same freedom and 
independence as we claim for our- 
selves.” 

“Tt is essential,” he said, “that 
we should realize that the United 
States is going to think out these 
ultimate problems for itself and by 
itself and that it is going to reach 
somewhat different conmclusions 
from ourselves... 

“T have no idea what conclusions 
the United States will ultimately 
reach, but it is inconceivable that 
a great nation which has worked 
so relentlessly and so successfully 
for the extension of human free- 
dom, which is so independent mind- 
ed, which has successfully con- 
structed the first democration and 
Federal Constitution ever known 
to man, which fought a civil war 
under the greatest democratic lead- 
er the world has even known, 
Abraham Lincoln, to expel slavery 
and maintain unity, which inter- 
vened decisively in the last great 
struggle for human freedom 25 
years ago, should not have a con- 
tribution to the solution of these 
vast problems.” 


Change of Atmosphere. 

One thing is certain and that is 
that Lord Lothian will bring about 
many changes in the atmosphere 
of the big Embassy on Massachu- 
setts avenue. His predecessor, Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, who sailed for home 
this week, is a Foreign Office ca- 
reer man who believed in orthodox 
diplomacy.

Further stamps will not be issued 
unless those acquired during a 
given month are completely used. 
The stamps are bound in books, 
and the, orange ones may either 
be purchased for cash at relief 
agencies, or have. their value de- 
ducted in advance from relief and 
WPA wage checks: They may not 
be sold or exchanged, and may be 
used only by members of the fam- 
ily to which they are issued. They 
will not be accepted by grocers un- 
less torn from the books in their 
presence. The dealers paste them 
on cards in $5 lots and deposit 
them like cash at a bank, which 
then clears them through the 
Treasury. Since the orange stamps 
have already been paid for, their 
redemption will cost the Govern- 
ment nothing; but it must pay 
cash-out-of-pocket for the green 
ones. 


Rochester Experiment. * 


Rochester, a city of 328,132, with 
about 10,000 eligible families, was 
chosen for the opening scene of 
the experiment. On behalf of his 
Rochester newspapers, Frank E. 
Gannett, inveterate foe of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s policies, announced 
that here at last, was a New Deal 
program they could heartily sup- 
port. After the first two months, 
Secretary Wallace proclaimed that 
the participation of eligible persons, 
on a voluntary basis, had steadily 
increased; that they enjoyed deal- 
ing at regular grocery stores, de- 
lighted in shopping for their im- 
mediate needs, and relished being 
able to select commodities accord- 
ing to their preference. Diet for 
the needy grew not only more ade- 
quate but better balanced. 


Between May 16 and July 15 blue 
stamps valued at $123,000 were ex- 
pended in Rochester. Of _ this 
amount, '32 per cent went for butter, 
30 per cent for eggs, 24 per cent 
for oranges and grapefruit, 8 per 
cent for white and graham flour, 
3 per cent for dry beans,and 2 per 
cent for prunes. With blue stamps 
were purchased 147,000 pounds of 
butter, 155,000 dozen eggs, 5700 
boxes of oranges and 1600 boxes of 
grapefruit. 

To the astonishment and joy of 
the sponsors, it was found that 
during this period sales at grocery 
stores in low-income areas _ in- 
creased 6 per cent in average wéek- 
ly value, after excluding saleg of 
commodities purchased with blue 
stamps.

Much of the selling that unsettled the 
market followed reports from Europe that 
Great Britain and France had delayed 
formal deciarations of war. Because of 
the uncertainties of the situation and the 
doubie holiday ahead most dealers desired 
to even up their accounts against possi- 
bie developments while the market is 
closed over the week end. 

The wavering of prices permitted a 
heavy trade, in sharp contrast to yester- 
day's deadlocked market ‘that resulted 
from the fact that prices rose as high 
as rules permitted early in the session 
and could go no higher. There were plenty 
of sellers today and only deferred wheat 
contracts and May corn and oats touched 
the daily maximum limits of 5, 4 and 3 
cents respectively.

Traders 
attributed this to the fact that much 
spreading was under way between the 
deliveries which tended to restore their 
normal relationship in. view of the fact 
that September contracts led the advance 
yesterday. All soy bean contracts were

As has been the case most of this week, 
normal market factors were virtually ig- 
nored. The quiet action of the Liver- 
pool wheat market, which closed only 
%4-1 cent higher, hardly reflected yester- 
day’s strong trade here. International 
activity in actual wheat was virtually at 
a standstill but a moderate export busi- 
ness was reported at Winnipeg and the 
Dutch Government was understood to have 
bought 640,000 bushels of Canadian wheat 
this week for shipment from New York.

Several Living Organs Can Be 
Kept Alive Together in 
Device. 


‘NEW YORK, Sept. 2 (AP)— 


announced a new kind of artificial 
heart, in which several living or- 
gans can be kept alive simultane. 
ously, 

The heart is built on « new prin- 
ciple, Several different kinds of 
tissues can live in it together. It re- 
sembles an hour-glass, It is one 
piece of blown glass, the bottom 


chamber being the conventional) 


hour-glass form, while the top 
chamber is rounded. 

The tissues to be kept alive for 
weeks or months are placed on 
th. broad, flat bottom of the low- 
er chamber. Above the . upper 
chamber is partly filled with arti- 
ficial blood. This red fluid flows 
both up and down between cham- 
bers, driven on the principle of a 
coffee percolator. 

But in place of the heat which 
makes a percolator flow, Col. 
Lindergbh uses gases to drive the 
blood through the heart. 
are at normal body temperature. 
They enter the glass through a 
sterile door mace of cotton fibers. 

These gases are not only the 
driving power for the heart, but 
also the air for the living tissues. 
The exhausted air passes out 
through another cotton filter door. 
The whole apparatus is auZomatic, 
needing attention only once every 
day or two. 

Col. Lindbergh publishes the de- 
tails in the Journal of Experimen- 
tal Medicine. He made the new 
heart for the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research. A _ note 
states that it has been used suc- 
cessfully at the institute in experi- 
ments by Dr. Raymond C. Park- 
er. Lindbergh’s previous artificial 
hearts were made for Dr. Alexis 
Carrel, who retires this year. 

Explainiug the valve, an au- 
thority of the New York Academy 
of Medicine said: “The heart does 
not beat alone. The thyroid gland 
does not live by itself. The kid- 
ney does not secrete by itself. 

“The secretions of one organ 
affect other organs. The life of 
one tissue reacts upon other tis- 
sues. With this new pump it 
should be possible to see the rela- 
tions of living parts to each other. 
These pumps are equivalent to 
motion pictures of life.”

many and varied.

the countries of the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

“The exhibit 
architecture will include a show- 
ing of representative post-war 
architecture, in addition to exam- 
ples of some of the notable ac- 
complishments by United States 
governmental agencies in Federal 
architecture, Federal housing and 
national parks. 

“The exhibition will evidence the 
ties that bind the varying cultures 
of this hemisphere—all 
from the older civilizations of Eu- 
rope. It is still too early to know 


how successful this ambitious proj- 


ect will be, but the committee’s 
hopes run high, for only two of 
the 21 nations invited have sent 
their regrets, whereas 14 have ex- 
pressed a desire to participate. 
The United States will naturally 
be adequately represented. 

Post War Work. 

“An exhibition of representative

F HL BOARD REPORTS 
FEWER FORECLOSURES 


Decrease 11 Pct. During First 
Half of 1939, Compared 
With Same 1938 Period. 


A decrease in real estate fore- 
closures on other than farm proper- 
ties of approximately 11 per cent 
in the first half of 1939>-as com- 
pared with the same period of 1938, 


was reported by officials of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
yesterday, as a result of a six-month 
comparative survey just completcd 
by the Board’s Division of Research 
and Statistics. 

For the 12-month period ending 
June 30, foreclosures were at the 
rate of 5.9 cases for each 1000 non- 
farm dwellings, a substantial de- 
cline from the 7.1 per thousand for 
the preceding year, Corwin A. Fer- 
gus, director of the division report- 
ed. Other significant angles on 
foreclosures reported by Fergus 
were: 

A 12.6 per cent decrease in metro- 
politan communities under those 
for the first six months of 1938 and 
a 63 per cent decrease from the 
peak year of 1933. 

A 11.2 per cent recession general- 
ly in June from June, 1938, 

The estimated number of non- 
farm foreclosures for the first half 
of 1939 was 56,953, as compared 
with 64,002 in 1938, 83,459 in 1937 
and 123,426 in 1935. 

The highest rate of foreclosure 
for the 12 months ending June 30 
was in the northeastern states. New 
York led with 13 per thousand 
dwellings, Massachusetts was sec- 
ond with 11.5 and Connecticut third 
with 10.2. New Hampshire and 
Vermont were the exception in this 
section with 3.8 and 3.2, respective- 
ly. 

The western and southwestern 
states, as a group, had the lowest 
12-month rates. Nevada ied the 
country with 08, Idaho was sec- 
ond with 1.5, and Montana third 
with 1.6 per thousand. 

The Board's Division of Research 
and Statistics based its survey on 
monthly reports of sheriffs, county 
and court clerks, recorders, and 
other government officials in ap- 
proximately 1600 communities, Fex- 


gus stated.

They 
once wore a thing called a “corps 
pique,” a wooden contraption 
which molded and pentrated the 
flesh, took the skin off their waists 
and made their ribs ride up, one 
over the other...

The origin of the corset is of 
course speculation but anthropolo- 
gists plate the. blame on the sav- 
age girl who first fashioned her- 
self a waistband of animal hide in 
which to hang her hunting knife. 
Homer talks about Venus’ girdle 
and tells how Juno borrowed it to 
make herself the possessor of a 
slightly better shape and cure Ju- 
piter of admiring better figures. 
Terentius, the Roman dramatist, 
who was born 560 B. C., talked of 
tight lacing and there is proof 
aplenty that the Grecian belles and 
Roman matrons went for tapered 
waists and corseted midriffs.

for passing out edicts, made it 
against the law for “evil-disposed 
damsels to confine their waists 
with such evil instruments as 
stays.”

In’ France Queen Catherine de Me- 
dici was busy inventing a power- 
ful corset known as the “corps” 
because to her a thick waist was 
an abomination and anybody who 
measured more than 13 inches 
around the middle was a mess. 
This monstrosity invented by 
Catherine de Medici is described 
by a French writer of the day as 


a “formidable corset, hardened and: 


stiffened in every ‘imaginable 
way; it descended in a long hard 
and rose stiff and tight to 
the throat, making the wearers look 
as if they were imprisoned in 4 
closely-fitting fortress; in this rigid 
contrivance the form of the fair 
wearer was incased, and a system 
of gradual and determined con- 
striction was followed out until the 
waist arrived at the required 13 
inches of slenderness.”

ND did the women rebel? Not 
Ac all.. Over in England the 
elite of Queen Elizabeth’s court 
had imitations made of this new 
continental machination and they 
also copied the later labors of the 
ladies at the court of Louis XVI 
who depended on stays for their 
form “over which the elaborately- 
finished body of a dress was made 
to fit without fold, forming a sort 
of bodice, which in many instances 
was sewn on to the figure of the 
wearer after the stays had been 
laced to their extreme limit.” 
During the French revolutionary 
movement and in the reign of the 
first Napoleon, it seems that the 
girls woke up and wiggled out of 
their stays for a short time but

About this time in books and 
magazines a terrific battle was go- 
ing on between two schools of cor- 
seting—one advocating corsets to 
be worn only in the daytime, the 
other insisting on 24-hour wear if 
the waist is to be permanently with- 
ered in size. And at the height 
of this we read of the medical pro- 
fession warning that as the result 
of too-tight lacing a lady can ex- 
pect “whooping cough, obliquity of 
vision, polypus, apoplexy, 
of the nose, paing in the eyes and 
earache.” But determined damsels 
paid no heed and hooted hack 
“why not add large ears and wood- 
en legs to the category?” 

In 1867, the -battle over round- 
the-clock-corset-wear was still wag- 
ing and in the Englishwoman’s Do- 
mestic Magazine a mother’s letter 
reads as follows: “Mignonette’s case 
is not an unusual one, She has 
just finished her education at a 
West-End school where the system 
was strictly enforced. As she en- 
tered as a pupil at the age of 13 
and was very slender, she was fit- 
ted on her arrival with a corset. 
It did not open in front and was 
fastened by the under-governess in 
such a manner that any attempt to 
unlace it during the night would 
be immediately detected at the 
morning’s inspection. After -the 
first week or two she felt no dis- 
comfort or pain of any kind, 
though, as she was still growing, 
her stays became proportionately 
tighter, but owing to her figure 
never being allowed to enlarge dur- 
ing the nine or 10 hours of sleep, 
as is usually the case, this was al- 
most imperceptible.” 

Shades of civilization! And while 
the mothers of 1867 were defending 
the practice of lacing their daugh- 
ters within an inch of their lives 
and during their sleep, they were

priding themselve. on being enlight- 
ened enough ‘to damn the old-fash- 
ioned practice of “attaching a long

About this time we find in the 
English prints, mention of “the -re- 
markable clenderness and elegance 
of the figures of the ladies in the 
United States,” and the fact that 
American belles achieved their “il- 
lusion” waists by wearing their 
stays awake and asleep. 

In 1880 the wasp waist was the 
center of a battle royal here. Doc- 
tors warned women that if they 
persisted in encasing themselves in 
wasp-waist corsets, made absolute- 
ly rigid with more than a hundred 
bones and laced with as many as 
eight yards of lacing, they could 
expect such ills as “fainting, nau- 
sea and cold feet.” <A corset cir- 
cular of 1899 featuring these cham- 
pion torturers remarks that “often 
may we regard our structures of 
whalebone and satin with compla- 
cency” and then goes on to de- 
scribe a model called “Devonshire” 
which was “made low under the 
arms and long over the hips, with 
extra beavy 13%-inch front stee 
made of very heavy. boutille, 
throughout with very staple dou- 
ble watch-spring steels and will ab- 
solutely not bend out of shape.”

HE old common law as applied 
Tt marriage and divorce was 
best. Tampering with it, add- 


ing statute upon statute, has re- 
sulted in some appalling figures: 
“50 divorcees to every 100 marriages 
in 1938.” Allowed to go on, the 
destruction of all government is 
threatened, “for a stable govern- 
ment cannot rest on an unstable 
family.” 

This is the thesis of a fat volume, 
“Matrimonial Shoals,” by Royal D. 
Rood, published by the Detroit Law 
Book Company. A member of the 
State Bar Association of Michigan, 
the author discusses the divorce sit- 
uation from a legal standpoint al- 
though at the same time he pro- 
fesses a hiimane purpose. A gub- 
title describes his book ag “a ‘tab- 
ulated analysis of 270,000 divorces, 
repudiating all accepted theories of 
causes. of metropolitan divorce 
trends and ACCUSING THE 
LAW.” (The capitals are the au- 
thor’s,) It’s dedication is “to the 
hope that a re-established stability 
of the family and the home may yet 
again serve the security and welfare 
of childhood, motherhood and old 
age,” ° 

Employing legal terminology in- 
terrupted with citations, graphs, 
charts, tables of statistics, the book 
makes difficult reading for the lay- 
man, although it has its lighter, 
homelier passages, Taking his home 
town, county and state, Detroit, 
Wayne County, Michigan, as a 
sampling field, the author declares 
the same ratios obtain in the rest 
of the country. Having no figures 
with which to refute him, his read- 
er must for the moment accept 
those he has laboriously gathered. 
There is a divergence between urban 
and rural figures, he admits, but 
radio and newspapers soon will 
have country people educated in the 
advantages to be enjoyed under the 
law,

Then on July 25 
something happened. Rosalie Diet- 
rich took her first flying lesson. 
Today she is something of a ce- 
lebrity around Curiiss Airport over 
in East St. Louis because she 
is soloing after only eight hours 
and 15 minute. in the air—some- 
thing that is decidedly unusual 
for a woman, 

A timid iittle thing—25 years 
old, 110 pounds — Rosalie gets 
pretty bashful when Maj. Ray 
Wassell, airport manager, talks 
about her accomplishments. She 
blushes when J. L. Midyett, man- 
ager of the Universal School of 
Aviation and Omar Midyett, chief 
pilot, point her out as their prize 
pupil, And she tried to beg off 
being interviewed. 

“Airplanes don’t scare me but 
the idea of being interviewed 
does,” Rosalie confessed, “And 
besides, I haven't anything to tell. 
I just always wanted to fly a 
plane and now I’ve done > tes 
Further questioning developed, 
however, that the fascination of 
flying earned Rosalie a good many 
spankings as a child. She lived 
with her grandmother, it seems, 
and whenever grandma relaxed & 
watchful eye, young Rosalie ran 
away to the airport. 

“Poor grandma—I drove her al- 
most crazy,” Rosalie laughed, over- 
coming some of her embarrass- 
ment. “And I guess I drove the 
airport people crazy in those days, 
too.

As she grew older Rosalie tried 
her hand at model planes—"not 
very good ones,’ she says—and de- 
voured whatever aviation maga- 
zines came her way.

“He just said, If you want to be 
that foolish, go ahead,’” she ex- 
plained.

I worked a few hours each 
day as a vacation relief operator 
on the Belleville. telephone ex- 
change to get the money and what- 
ever I earn from now on, I'm go- 
ing to put right into flying. When 
I signed up for the course, they 
explained to me that they guarantee 
to teach men to fly in 25 lessons, 
or that there is no extra charge for 
extra lessons, but that it would be 
different for a woman.

And Omar Midyett ex- 
plained that most women require 
anywhere from 30 to 45 lessons of 
approximately 20 minutes each, or 
from 10 to 15 hours in the air, be- 
fore soloing, in contrast to Rosa- 
lie’s record. ,

and their thoughts, to fix them— 
pilloried, labeled, dead, sterile— 
slogans as barriers to communica- 
tion between men, between men 
and women. 

You never used words that way, 
as labels; words as labels meant 
nothing to you, whose clear, kind 


eyes saw only human beings, and 
accepted or rejected them not for 


what they thought or said but for 
what they were. Refusing to cata- 
logue people, as though they were 
treatises of some sort, orthodox or 
unorthodox, to be accepted or 
banned. 

You saw in humans folly rather 
than sin—the folly which was 
sometimes comic and sometimes 
tragic, and always, to you, touch- 
ing: You were able to have no 
great opinion of the human race, 
and still to love it. With every 
word you wrote you declared your 
solidarity with it; with every word 
you wrote you tried to keep it 
together, to keep open communi- 
cation between people, to remind 
them of their common fate; that 
they were born, would love, would 
work, would have some happiness, 
suffer much frustration and would 
certainly die. This was the fate 
of every human soul, you seemed 
continually aware, and therefore 
you had pity. Pity was in all 
your plays.

world’s automobile speed record of 
368.85 miles per hour on the Bonne- 
ville salt beds in Utah, also set a 
stock car record.’ Driving one of 
the new 1940 Hudson eight stock 
sedans, he was timed by the same 
equipment and American Automo- 
bile Association Contest Board ob- 
servers. He drove the Hudson to 
a new Class C record for closed 
cars at an average of 93.9 m.p.h. 
in opposite directions over the mile 
course. 

Cobb’s run with the . Hudson 
stock car followed immediately his 
triumph with the Railton racer 
with which he took the interna- 
tional mile record. Cobb is the 
second winner of an international 
mile trophy to break the stock car 
record with a Hudson as Sir Mal- 
colm Campbell accomplished the 
same feat at Daytona Beach, Fia., 
in 1933. Hudson again broke this 
record in 1934 with a speed of 92.7 
miles an hour at Muroc, Cal.

The car Cobb drove was one of 
the first Hudsons off the produc- 
tion line for the 1940 season. It 
was certified as stock at the fac- 
tory by William Taylor of the Con- 
test Board Technical Committee 
and placed in charge of American 
Automobile Association observer, 
Capt. Richard Levell, who accom- 
panied the car to the salt flats.

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HE unified and determined spirit with 
which the people of Poland have 

_ been facing, in recent weeks, the 
threat of war and of extinction of their 
republic, may be traced back a century 
and a half to the period of the Partitions, 
the last of which erased the country as 
an independent nation. During those 
years when Poland was being gobbled in 
large bites by three powerful and cynical 
neighbors, a fire of belated patriotism was 
lighted which never since has ceased to 
burn—and which inspired the efforts that 
resulted in the re-creation of Poland as a 
republic at the end of the World War. 
Lack of national unity and lack of pa- 
triotism prepared the ground for the Parti- 
tions. Poland, once mighty, once a center 
of liberty and enlightenment, had become, 
by the middle of the eighteenth century, 
a state enfeebled by internal decay. Its 
Kings, elected by the Diet, had little pow- 
er. Its rulers, the nobles and land-owning 
gentry, were devoted to pleasure, open to 
bribery and concerned more with keeping 
their privileges than with the fate of the 
country. Townspeople had very limited 


tights, the miserable peasantry practical- 
ly none at.all. The Diet, composed of

and a long rebellion ensued. In 1772, 
Russia, Prussia and Austria decided the 
disorder was a sufficient pretext, and 
seized sections of Polish territory, Russia 
in the east, Prussia in the west and Aus- 
tria in the south.

She seized the eastern 
half of the country, including the Ukraine, 
and agreed that Prussia should have an- 
other chunk of the western part, including 
Danzig—in payment for Prussia’s alliance 
with Austria against revolutionary France. 
This second partition, in which Poland lost 
about half the territory left her by the first, 
was explained as a measure to protect 
Russia and Prussia from the insurgent

power has been a basic factor in most of the 
great armed struggles of history. It was Germany's 
naval race with England that contributed to the 
cause of the World War; it was England's bottling 
up of Germany's fleet and its ability to triumph over 
the submarine that ultimately caused Germany’s in- 
ward collapse, enabled American troops and sup- 
plies to be ferried to France, and prevented England 
being starved out as Germany was. 
In a war in which England, France and Poland 
contend against Germany and Italy, two new factors 


must be reckoned with—the Russian-German non- - 


aggression treaty, and air power. If Russia supplies 
Germany with oil, minerals and wheat, it t- 
edly would greatly reduce the effectiveness of a 
naval blockade—how much depending on Ger- 
many’s ability to buy, transportation, and how much 
us over her own needs Russia had to sell. But 
although it would take much longer. if Russia and 
Germany were trading, a sea blockade still might 
conceivably mean a slow strangulation of Germany. 
As to the airplane, naval-minded experts contend 
that although, like the submarine, it is a menace, it 
cannot raise a blockade; that the battleships with 
their thundering guns, such as those shown in the 
photographs here, are still rulers of the sea. 

So the sea might of Britain and France, outnum- 
bering that of Germany and Italy by more than two 
to one, today is the only military arm in which the 
democracies are superior, and the only means, since 
Russia's withdrawal, by which they might send 
troops, munitions and supplies to Poland.

Italy's entrance into war against France and England could seriously 
threaten the democracies’ lines of communication in the Mediterranean Sea. 
Its submarines and planes would attack shipping on the lines betweén 
France and its colonies, the 100-mile narrows between Sicily and Africa, in 
the Aegean Sea, and would try to cut the British oil supply from Haifa. Its 
bombers would pound Bizerte and Malta, and it might even try to take these 
strong bases. Its main fleet probably would take shelter in the Gulf of 
Taranto and at Brindisi from the superior British-French forces. Meanwhile, 
the British and French would institute a long distance blockade of Italy. 
The British battle cruisers and supporting ships would be stationed at 
Gibraltar, and, with French submarines from the well-protected base at 
Mers el Kebir, would try to bottle up that end. British shipping to the East 
is already being routed around Africa. The French fleet would patrol the 
Western Mediterranean, try to keep its shipping lanes open, and to wipe out 
Italian submarines and surface raiders. Failing that, they can use the 
Atlantic Moroccan port of Casablanca to ship man power and grain to the 
Bay of Biscay ports of France. Théy themselves would try to cut the Italian 
line between Libya and Sicily with submarines and bombers. They would 
try to take the Balearic Islands if Italy used them as a base. Their bombers 
would make life miserable for the Italians on Pantelleria. The main British 
Mediterranean fleet. would retire from Malta, relying on holding it with

It would have to make part of the 
trip between Sardinia and Sicily in daylight and quite possibly would be 
discovered. If it was not it would meet the French patrols just west of 
Sardinia. The French fleet probably would concentrate just south of 
Minorca. The British battle squadron at Gibraltar would take 24 hours to 
arrive at the scene. It would take the Italians about 12 ‘hours to reach 
Minorca, so the French commander probably would have to avoid ey

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' Probable naval strategies of the Powers in war have been outlined by 
Lieutenant-Commander Kenneth Edwards of the British Navy in his 


recent book, “Uneasy Oceans.” The British fleet would again attempt 
to bottle up the German fleet in the North Sea while German cruisers, 
“pocket battleships,” and submarines would try to roam the ee 

Janes and destroy British and French commerce. The main vitiah 
North Sea fleet would concentrate at its Scapa Flow war base, leav- 
ing a smaller fleet to guard the English Channel from Portland. Twenty 
British warships and four French cruisers already are patrolling 
the Skagerrak west of The Skaw, and Sweden has mined the harbor of 
Gothenburg. Heligo Bight and much of the south part of the North 
Sea would be mined, but it is doubtful if the British would mine the 
north part. The British would then set out to clear the North Sea of 
submarines and the other shipping lanes of raiders, perhaps in chases 
leading all over the world. The German fleet, if it were based at its 
usual anchorage in The Jade and wanted to break out, probably would 
come north as it did at Jutland and try to work round the British fleet 
out into the Atlantic. The British would depend on early information of 
the German movements to offset the greater speed of the German fleet, 
so they could intercept it. In the Baltic, without the menace of Russian 
submarines and mine layers, the German ore pin from Sweden 
could move with much less hindrance. British submarines probably 
would try to destroy German merchant ships on that route and the 
supply route from Leningrad. The German Navy might try to seize 
the strategic Aland Islands and Dago. The Germans might not want to 
risk this, however—the operations of two British submarines forced the 
cautious German High s Fleet off the Baltic to the North Sea in 
1915. Poland's four destroyers and five submarines would operate here. 


The German attack on maritime trade would be weakenéd by lack 
of overseas bases. The Canary Islands would be a logical base for 
submarines and cruisers to use in attacking the South American 
and around-Africa routes of the British Empire. Germans have 
been reported building such a base there. If Franco permitted them 
to use it, England certainly would try to take it. If the ltalian fleet 
wanted to attack the French fleet, the Germans also would try to 
use a raiding force at the Canaries as a to draw off the British 
battle cruisers at Gibraltar, Commander Edwards thinks.

professional woman turtle trapper. She 
is chief, and usually sole assistant to her fath- 
er, me A. Peacock, on his annual travels of 
more than 50,000 miles in 10 states trapping 
snapping turtles for the market. During the 


trapping season the Peacocks, Anne and Mr. 


and Mrs. Peacock, live in a trailer as they 
move about from one promising turtle ground 
to afiother. Anne, who is 24 years old; and her 
father set out 40 to 50 traps from a skiff each 
evening. Next morning they remove the catch, 
put it in burlap sacks to guard against vicious 
snapping jaws during the trip to camp, and 
then pack the reptiles alive in wooden crates 
for shipment to market. Sometimes Anne and 
her father contract to rid private lakes of the 
turtles, which prey on fish. Their record catch 
was five tons in one night from the Mississippi 
River. Their average income is about $5000 a 
year, although one year they hired three other 
trappers, and netted $26,000. 

Besides trapping turtles for a living, Anne 
has made the study of the reptiles her hobby, 
collects specimens for three universities as well 
as several high schools and state conservation 
departments. She also collects poisonous 
spiders and eggs of wild birds, and adds them 
to her turtle collection in the trailer home.
